A strong force of rebel troops invaded Cuba today 
in an attempt to overthrow’ Premier Fidel Castro. 


By parachute and landing craft, the assault force 
swarmed ashore only JHI m iles from Havana and esta­ 
blished a beachhead. Castro emotionally proclaimed a 
state of national em ergency. He took personal rom- 
maut! of defense operations. 


The Invaders struck in the swampy area around 
Bahia de C o ch in o s, the hay o f pigs, shortly after mid­ 
night. 


Another force was reported to 
have landed in Oriente Province 
in eastern Cuba Saturday night. 
Estimate 5.000 Troops 


Sources of the Cuban Revolu­ 
tionary Council estim ated 5.000 
anti-Castro troops had gone into 
action within the last 48 hours.
